BEU88ELS, April 19.— The chamber of 
rtpmentativea reaysembled after the 
pffptration of the reports on there- 
vWoB of the oonstitntion, wid by » vote 
ol 119 agaiDHt 13, with 1.4 • absentations 
from voting, adopted nnireraal saffrage, 
with a provision for plural voting hy 
the classes owniag property accordiug 
to the amount and Mtoation of the 
property. 

Cheers within the ohamber were fol- 
lowed by prodigioQS aocIamationR from 
the enormous crowd that awaited the 
restilt of the voting outsido the chniu- 
ber. The greatest entliusiusm was dis- 
played everywhere, and the people 
joined in a jubilee in honor of the great 
triumph which they had abhisvsd. 

It is expected that the decision in fa- 
vor of auiversal Hufli !»t,'o will have an 
allaying effect npon the ]K)pnlar txcito- 
ment and agitation, which had been 
rapidly assnming the dimensions oi a 
general insurrection. 

Tho dread of a terrible ui)rising of 
the people, similar to that of tlie French 
revolution in its resistlesd rage agiiiuL^r. 
privilege and power, had the effect of 
cringing tho chamber of representa- 
tives iiroimd to the popular side. Thuro 
is no doubt in many minds that bi|d 
the phamber not acted promptly there 
womd have been a revofation in E^s- 
sels. 

In view of the action of tlic di'i.uti. 
the labor leaders have resolved to ad- 
vise the abandonment of the general 
strike. At the same time they decided 
to issue to the people a manifesto 
against tho NysHen bill, which proposes 
the coniViiiiiUicri: of plniai votiii.^ and 
universal Kuflr:ii,'o. The leaders will 
urge the people to follow up their 
victory by agitating xinceayingly for 
' universal suffrage })urc> and simple. 

The end of tlie not-s is l)elieved to be 
near. Tlio dcci.sion of the labor loaders 
to abandon the strike has produced a 
general feeling of relief. The police 
nave worked ni;;lit and day and are 
completely e.\hau«led. Were the strikes 
and riots to cuntinue a few day.i more, 
preservation of order would be left en 
tirely with the military, as the police 
could not endure the strain 48 nonrs 
longer. 

At meetings of strikers in and around 
Ghent resolutions in favor of resuming 
work at once were pafised. 

Two men injured in tlie Mons riots 
died yesterday evening. Altogether 
seven men have died in Mons of in- 
juries received in the suffrage riots. 

The most serious disturbance that oc- 
curred vesterday is reported from 
Bourgerhout, a village a short distance 
from Antwerp. Many candlemakers 
are emploved m the village, and a ma 
jority of tnem have joined tho move- 
ment in favor of universal suffrage 
Those who remained at work were at- 
tacked by the strikers, and the troops 
were called upon to protect the work- 
ers and restore order. 

The appearance of the soldiers had 
little effect in quelling the riot, and the 
orders to the rioters to disperse met with 
no attention. The strikers continued 
tlieir attacks upon the *'blacklvg(|f' as 
though no troops were present. Tho of- 
ficer m command of the aoldi^rB ordered 
his men to tlx their bavoneta, and then 
followed the order to cnarge. 

On a full run. and with leveled bay- 
onets, the soldiers charged upon the 
rioters and 6.jK>\e them away. Four of 
the strikers, however, were killed, and 
IB others received more or less serious 
bayonet thrusts. It is certain tluit 
some of tho wounded will die. Great 
excitement prevails in the village, and 
the strikers threaten vengeance for the 
death of their comrades. Here, as in 
other parts of tbs country, the men are 
in many instances spomd on to riot by 
the women.

lli i.i,, April 1(1. -There is a prosijcct 
that tho strike will bo speedily settled. 
The intermediary pre.sident of the board 
of trade held a consultation in tlio 
house of commons witli tlio representa- 
tives of both sides engaged in the con- 
troversy. Certain proposals wero favor- 
ably considered by the gentlemen, and 
they eM)resse(l ho|ius thM ft settlement 
would be arrived at. 

Work commenced as usual at the 
docks at 7 o'clock, the men obeyiugin- 
structions in oommsnoing their wonc as 

ordered. 

At St, Catherine's dock tlie men ig- 
nored the notice to stop work, and 
when the gates ojjened there not a sin- 
gle man refused to betake himself in- 
side. There is, however, plenty 0< WOrk 
to be had for the asking.

in the throes of great excitement over 
the report that several highwaymen at- 
tempted to wreck the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois pavtrain, two miles north 
of here on the Chi( ago and Indiana 
Coal railroad. Tho i ngipe; running at 
a high rate of speed, wiw thrown from 
tho track and dashed along for half a 
mile pellmell on the ties befor'> it could 
be stopped. The engineer, however, 
kept his hand on the throttle aud suc- 
ceeded in bringing tho train to a staud- 
Btill in the middle of a big trestle. 

The road is absolutely snuxith where 
the accident occurred and it is claimed 
that a heavy piece of iron laid across 
the rail by some miscreant did tho work. 
The wreck oi-curred on a high and dan- 
gerous grade and it is a miracle that the 
train wiu) not hurled down the embank- 
ment. Trainmen refuse to talk about 
the affair until a thorough inrsstigation 
is made. Had the train gone over the 
embankment no doubt it would have 
been robbed of the vast wealth.

New Jersev — Heavv rains in northern 
and central districts have delayed plow- 
ing nnd seeding; in southern districts 
early seeding and planting complete<l:

ly improved; fruit buds plentiful. 

I'enu&ylvania — Cool, wet weather de- 
layed work generally; little progress in 
northerii portion; in southern portion 
crops growing finely; good stand of 
wheat and grass; trees budding; out- 
loolf favorable. 

Maryland — Peach trees blossoming 
and abundant crop promised; ice 
formed in north and west localities 
.Saturday night: some fears entertained 
as to the ettect on fruit; warm weather 
needed. 

Mississippi— Crops generally in flour- 
ishing condition. 

Louisiana — Cotton nearly planted: 
cane and corn growing finely; condi- 
tions promising. 

Tt;xas — Severe drouth; com came up 
well but is not growing; cotton plant- 
ing delayed in mn th and west i)Ortions; 
wiieat and oats beginning to suffer. 

Arkansas — Corn doing well; dotton 
planting general: small grains fine. 

Tennessee— All crops looking well; 
lowlands badly washed bv floods on Uttli 
and l ith; some damage to corn by cut 
worms; tobacco plants improving since 
rain. 

Kent nc):y— Grass and me.adows 'm- 
jiroving; frost on ICth and ITth; dam- 
age slight except in eastern sections, 
where injury to fmit and tender vege- 
tal des ia great. 

Missouri — Much dannige by storm of 
nth: fields generally look fair, but 
work retarded and ground too wet and 
cold for genninat.ing; slight damage by 
fro.^t on l."jth. 

Illinois— Oat seeding complete, some 
up and looking fine; fruit injured by 
frosts, es])cciaily in southern countie- ; 
wheat improving: meadows and pas- 
tures good in southern portions. 

Indiana — Favorable to crops but not 
to plowing and seeding; vmeat im- 
provotl; snow Friday; freezing Friday 
morning, and probably injured frmt 
slightly. 

Ohio— Wheat, oats, clover and gras-i 
made splendid growth; farmwork, idow 
ing and seeding stopped by heavy rains; 
frosts since Friday; no esomate of dam- 

a:;e {•< fruit yet received. 

iAIu hiL'an— Crops have advanced slow- 
ly, owing to high winds and cool nights; 
plowing for oats general; some potatoes 
and early vegetables planted; meadows 
and pastures in fine condition;,iruit 
prosp(;cts excellent. 

Wiscontin— Season 10 days early; all 
crops anil conditions are very favorable, 
cranberry vines wintered well. 

Minnesota — Snow on gjronnd in north- 
west: too wet and cold; potatoes being 
'planted in southern counties; weather 
very unfuvorabht for seeiHiig. 

Iowa— Seeding practically completed; 
plowing in progress: com planting be- 
gun in southeast district. 

North Dakota— Seeding, of which but 
little has l)een done, will bo re-fumed 
this week should weather be favorable.
